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REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 


The town of Alstead has received during the past year 
a magnificent library building, the gift of John G. Shedd, 
president of the Marshall Field Co., of Chicago, and his 
wife, Mrs. Mary Porter Shedd, as a memorial of their 
parents who were a long time residents of the town. The 
same to be known as the Shedd-Porter Memorial Library. 

The building was formally presented to the town on 
Old Home day, August 25, 1910, by Mr. and Mrs. Shedd, 
together with several thousand new books and an endow- 
ment fund of fifteen thousand dollars, invested in first- 
class securities. The income of which is to be used for 
the support of the library. The people of Langdon are to 
have the same privileges in the use of the library as have 
the people of Alstead, upon pain of forfeiting five thous- 
and dollars of the endowment fund should they be refused. 

The fund arising from the Edith Kimball property can 
now be used for any library purposes, at the discretion 
of the trustees. This has been invested and with interest 
which has accrued, will be held as a perpetual fund of two 
thousand dollars, the income only to be used each year. 

The income of the Fanny Carpenter fund must be 
used for the purchase of books. 

John W. Prentiss presented to Mr. Shedd for the bene- 
fit of the library, a large spring of water. This has been 
piped to different parts of Alstead village, and will yield 
an income to the library. 
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The trustees hope that this wealth of reading matter, 
free to every inhabitant of the'town, will be freely used 
by all. The latest magazines will be found in the reading 
room each month, and after one month they will be circu- 
lated the same as the books.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Attention is called to some of the more recent school 
laws enacted or amended principally at the 1909 session. 

‘‘The school board of each district in their annual re- 
port shall state in detail the sums of money which will 
be required during the ensuing fiscal year for the purchase 
of text books, scholar’s supplies, ** * and all other statu- 
tory obligations of the district.” 

‘‘At its annual meeting each school district shall deter- 
mine and appoint the salaries of its school board and 
truant officer.” 

‘Teachers of public schools may attend teachers insti- 
tutes held within the state, as provided by law, not ex- 
ceeding one day in any term, and the time so spent shall 
be regarded as spent in the service of the district.” 

State aid is based upon the average attendance of 
scholars as follows: 

“All towns having an equalized valuation per pupil of 
average attendance of less than $2,000 the sum of $1,75 
per school week for: every twenty-five pupils or major 
part thereof of average attendance for the year next pre- 
ceeding.’’ The aid decreases as the equalized valuation in- 
creases up to $7,000. 

The equalized valuation of Alstead, as above, being 
$5,786-+ per pupil, the average attendance 110.91, the ag- 
gregate number of weeks 194, and the rate $0.75, we 
received an appropriation of $72.75. No town of more 
than 3,700 inhabitants, or whose equalized valuation ex- 
ceeds $7,000, receives aid. This is designed to assist the 
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smaller towns aud give to all the pupils of the state as 
nearly equal school advantages as may be. It is well to 
remember that every day our schools keep, and every day 
any pupil attends, insures just so much more from the 
state. But in order to draw state aid on the average at- 
tendance of pupils, the district must maintain at least 
thirty weeks of school per year after July 15, 1911. 

‘“When any district shall employ graduates of a New 
Hampshire Normal school, or of any Normal school in an- 
other state of equivalent grade, or persons holding a 
permanent New Hampshire state teacher’s certificate, it 
shall receive a further sum of $2.0) per week for every 
teacher so employed.’’ This is designed to aid in securing 
better trained and educated teachers. 


The following items are taken from the report to the 
state superintendent as required by law for the year end- 
ing July 15, 1910. 

‘‘Number of schools 8. Number of pupils attending two 
weeks or more 147. Boys, 85, girls 62. Number under 
five years of age, 2. Between five and eight, 39. Between 
eight and fourteen, 91. Between five and sixteen, 144. 
Over 16,1. Average membership, 127.59. ‘Per cent of 
attendance, 86+. Visits by citizens, 360. Number of 
days lost by reason holidays, institutes, weather etc., 29. 
Pupils not absent or tardy during the year, 14. Teach- 
ers holding state certificates, 1. Normal graduates, 1. 
College graduates, 2.”’ 

Estimates for the coming fiscal year,—Money required 
by law, $1,395.00. Money required for text books and 
supplies, $100.00. Money needed for salaries and expen- 
ses of school board, $90.00. Money needed for salaries of 
truant officer and other district officers, $25.00. Amount 
needed for repairs $100.00. 

There is a growing scarcity of teachers, and the 
search for good ones is more or less disappointing. Eleven 
different ones have been employed and with two or three 
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exceptions they have done very satisfactory work. We 
have observed that where there is partial failure the re- 
sponsibility is usually a divided one. 

There has been more than the usual amount of  sick- 
ness. In No. 12 the attendance of the fall term was some- 
what affected by two or three cases of mumps; the 
winter term was interupted by an outbreak of diphtheria 
near the beginning of the term. At the end of the second 
week the grammar school was closed and the pupils re- 
maining, seventeen in number, were placed under the in- 
struction of the primary teacher for the rest of the term. 
The parents used their discretion in sending their children, 
a few pupils by reason of actual sickness, and others 
through fear of contracting the disease did not attend. 

Some necessary repairs have been made; funds for 
those in No. 5, were partly furnished by citizens. A fence 
has been placed around the yard in No. 12, and the 
rooms painted, papered, etc. 

Teachers,—your first duty is to teach pupils how to. 
study. Close and continued application, hard work and 
economy of time are not understood by the pupils, they 
should be taught. There is need also, of greater self- 
reliance; more energy; more thought; more work and 
higher ideals. Economize time; if schoolroom work moves 
slowly time is lost. 

Scholars,—be more punctual; more regular in attend- 
ance, (there is serious negligence in this); lost opportuni- 
ties never return. Do not leave school at fourteen when 
you have just begun to learn; you will regret it when too 
late. In 1853 there were sixty-eight pupils over sixteen 
years of age; last year only one was reported. The 
library, given the past year, offers you great educational 
opportunities; you are reading its books; select good ones 
and cultivate the reading habit, it will help you in your 
school. 
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Parents,—give your children the best common _ school 
education possible; it is the best introduction to a busi- 
ness career; they will need it, encourage them to get it 
now.
